In HOC adbainistered camps the great 
majority of men are members of a histor¬ 
ic peace church, and are reasonahljr 
proud of their four centuries' old her¬ 
itage of non-resistant faith.

But do i<re believe that merely be¬ 
cause ■ our fathers believed it? In many 
other respects we refuse to accept the 
traditions of the past. Wo prefer to 
use our own reason, and this matter of 
war and peace should be no exception. 
In other words we ought to know WHY we 
believe as we do. 

Some local draft boards interpret 
the phrase "religious training and be¬ 
lief" so narroi’ily as to make it diffi¬ 
cult or impossible for one without our 
heritage to get into, a CPS cam. This is 
unfair discriraina,tion because it is 
possible that the fellow with no dis¬ 
tinctly religious background has thou^t 
throu^ his position more thorou^ly 
than the one who merely relies on the 
good reputa.tion of his ancestors. 

We have among us men v/ho entered 
CPS in spite of the wishes of their par¬ 
ents, the counsel of friends, a.nd the 
ordeal of proving their sincerity to un¬ 
sympathetic or even hostile draft boards. 
We do not intend to iiiipute motives ‘ to 
anyone who found it easy to get a iV-S 
classification because of church member¬ 
ship. On the other hand we ou^.t to give 
credit and respect to those '.'ho were not 
sO|.fortunate, but stood firm in spite of 
. obstacles. - Aaron Herr

Bier nalces reconnendations to Selective 
Se.'U’ice concerning the ’- disposition of - 
cases and, if he' thinks it advisable, he • 
suggests another exanination by the nodr- 
ical advisory board. Selective Service. 
then considers the reconnendations, and 
if it concurs when another exanination 
is suggested, the nen are sent to an ad¬ 
visory board.

■ The nrogress that has heen made on 
the Buffalo Rapids project since C.P,S. 
Camp No. 64 came into existence has heen 
excellent. Every camper vrho has v/orlced 
cheerfully on the joh . to which he v;as 
assigned and has done his joh to the 
'.host of his ability has a ri^t to share 
in the pride of accomplishment. The 
camp is comparable in some respects, to 
an intricate piece of machinery. Every 
assignee, like an individual part of the 
machine, has his share in producing ef¬ 
ficient operation. 

Primarily the project work.'is '.dorle 
by the individuals turned over by the 
director for project duty. However, 
these men could not accomplish v;hat they 
do were it not for the cooperation of 
the cooks, kitchen help, laundrymen, 
gardeners, mechanics, clerks and others 
who make up the ca,mp and technical over¬ 
head 

Since the tyoes of work done on the 
Buffalo Rapids project are so varied, 
considera,ble space would be re^luired to 
report all the details of physical ac¬ 
complishment. Some of the most import¬ 
ant, however, are of interest. Crews 
v/orking under the supervision of the 
Bureau of Recla.mation on the ^secend div¬ 
ision have placed 22,500 pounds of re¬ 
inforcing steel and poured approximately 
350 cubic yards of concrete in various 
types of irrigation control structures, 
many of vrhich were small-and req.uired 
intricate forming and reinforcing steel 
work. They have laid approximately 725 
linear feet of various sizes of precast 
pipe in constructing siphons, railway 
and roe.d culverts, etc.. Two timber 
bridges have been constructed, pumps in¬ 
stalled at the Shirley plant, and sub- 


sta.tions a,nd transmission lines have 
been erected. A .vast amount of detr.il 
work repuiring considerable time a,nd 
p.atience has been done in final prepar¬ 
ation for testing the Shirley plant, 
main canal, and lateral systems. 

The E.S.A. crow has graveled and 
nartially constructed S.l miles of road. 
They have cleared I5OO acres of land and 
with the assistance'of civil service op- 
Qrators have leveled 2616 acres. Nine 
miles of farm laterals have been con¬ 
structed and 160 farm irrigation struc¬ 
tures have been installed. 3*^ miles 
of farm drains were excavated and eleven 
drain structures installed. The dev¬ 
elopment of the C-londive-Fallon dist¬ 
rict has involved the excavation of 
23,762 cubic y.ards of earth in lateraX 
construction and the pouring of I30 
cubic yards of reinforced concrete in 
minor structures. The Association farm¬ 
ing crew pla.nted a total of 623 acres in 
grain and hcay crops. They have also 
plowed and cultivated an .additional 632 
acres. Other Association crews have 
constructed 25 hog houses, demolished 40 
obsolete buildings and 16 miles of fence. 
15 miles of new fence have been con¬ 
structed, ten sets' of farm buildings 
carried to various stages of completion, 
eleven root celLars constructed, and 
nine waiter v/ells drilled. 

Accomplishment per month has not 
been as, great a-s w'hen W.P.A, and C.C.C, 
'.tfere in operation on the project due to 
a much smaller number of project workers. 
Hov^ever, .accomplishment per man da.y has 
been much greater and the attitude and 
cooperation of the workers has bden far 
more satisfactory to the supervisory 
personnel.

The advantages in transport¬ 
ation of dehydrated food are enormous

The greatest service rendered to 
the interests of the church sponsoring 
the organization is the developr.ont of 
the CPS camps as an alternative tn serv¬ 
ice in the armed forces. Alre.ady in the 
thirties the M.C.G. leaders foresaw the 
.-oresont conflict, and met at ITev'ton, 
Kansas and decided to suggest to the 
government some kind of alternative 
service for the youth of the churches. A
